CHAIRMAN’S  ADDRESS  TO  A.G.M. 

Our  Club  will 
retain  its 
great  traditions 

Tatters  airs  Chairman  David  Dransfield  presented  to 
members  at  the  annual  general  meeting  a  comprehensive  outline 
of  present  and  projected  future  progress  in  our  Club's  redevelop¬ 
ment. 

In  his  address  to  members  he  said: 


“The  past  year  has 
been  a  momentous  one  in 
the  history  of  Tattersall’s 
Club.  With  the  closure  of 
the  existing  Club  House  on 
30th  December,  1988,an  era 
came  to  an  end. 

“However,  this  is  not 
to  say  that  the  traditions  of 
the  Club  will  not  continue. 

“Indeed,  your  com¬ 
mittee  has  continued  to  be 
motivated  by  the  desire  to 
preserve  all  those  character¬ 
istics  which  have  made  the 
Club  such  a  wonderful  insti¬ 
tution  since  its  inception 
over  a  hundred  years  ago. 

“As  mentioned  in  the 
recent  Newsletter  many  of 
the  Club’s  valuable  fixtures 
and  fittings  have  been 
placed  in  properly  secured 
storage  facilities  so  that 
deterioration  will  not  occur 
during  the  rebuilding 
period. 

“There  remains  to  be 
removed  certain  large  items 
such  as  the  large  windows 
and  fireplaces  on  the  first 
floor. 

“These  can  only  be 
removed  economically  as 
the  demolition  proceeds 
and  we  are  working  in 
co-operation  with  the  deve¬ 
loper  in  this  regard. 

“As  previously  ad¬ 
vised,  the  Committee  has 
retained  Brownell  Overend 
to  supervise  the  internal 
design  and  fitout  of  the  New 
Club  House. 

“Already,  a  consider- 

_ 


able  amount  of  time  and 
effort  has  been  expended  by 
your  Committee  in  deve¬ 
loping  the  concepts  of  the 
new  Club  and  you  may  con¬ 
fidently  anticipate  that  the 
new  premises  will  be  supe¬ 
rior  to  anything  now  avail¬ 
able  in  Sydney. 

“Indicative  plans  are 
on  display  at  the  meeting 
today. 

“Darren  Overend  is 
in  attendance  and  will 
address  you  later  in  the 
meeting. 

“The  developer  of 
the  overall  project,  Mr 
Andrew  Richardson  of 
Richardson  Property  Group, 
who  is  a  member  ofthe  Club 
was  to  be  present  but  unfor¬ 
tunately  could  not  make  it. 

“We  look  forward  to 
a  harmonious  association 
resulting  in  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  this  exciting 
project. 

“Development  app¬ 
roval  has  been  granted  for 
the  overall  site  and  Stratum 
approval  is  expected 
momentarily. 

“Gentlemen,!  do  not 
propose  to  deal  in  detail 
with  the  financial  results  for 
the  year,  as  the  Treasurer 
will  address  these  matters. 

“However,  I  must 
comment  that  they  reflect  a 
marked  improvement  over 
the  preceding  year  and  high¬ 
light  the  degree  of  man¬ 
agerial  expertise  exerted  by 
the  Secretary,  Mr  Norman 
Smith.” 


Mr  Darren  Overend,  a  principal  of  the  interior  architectural  design  firm 
our  Club  has  retained,  took  members  at  the  annual  general  meeting  on 
a  verbal  “conducted  tour”  of  our  planned  new  premises.  With  the  aid  of 
architectural  drawings  and  help  from  his  partner  Andrew  Brownell  he 
presented  an  exciting  glimpse  of  what  is  to  come.

This  is  what  Mr  Overend  had  to  say:  “Brownell  Overend 
Partnership  is  a  multi-disciplinary  interior  architecture  practice 
established  to  service  the  needs  of  the  hotel  and  club  industry 
throughout  Australia. 


“The  partnership  has 
had  extensive  experience  in 
clubs  in  most  states  of  Aus¬ 
tralia  and  first-hand  knowl¬ 
edge  of  many  major  clubs 
throughout  the  world.  It  has 
also  been  involved  in  many 
historic  buildings  in  South 
Australia,  Victoria  and  New 
South  Wales. 

“With  this  back¬ 
ground,  the  practice  is  well 
placed  to  design  and 
oversee  the  creation  of  new 
premises  for  your  famous 
Club,  now  preparing  for  its 
fourth  new  home  in  its 
130-plus  years  of  existence. 

“As  you  are  all  aware, 
the  Club  will  occupy  a  spe¬ 
cially  designed  part  or  a 
major  re-development  in 
Elizabeth  Street,  all  around 
and  including yourold  Club 
building. 

“The  structure  is 
being  purposely  designed  to 
incorporate  all  the  signifi¬ 
cant  facilities  the  Club  has 
enjoyed  since  1927. 

“The  concept  of 
incorporating  this  Club  into 
an  office  building  is  similar 
to  the  highly  successful 
re-housing  of the  Australian 
Club  in  Macquarie  Street, 
after  its  amalgamation  with 
the  New  South  Wales  Club 
some  20  or  more  years  ago. 

“Special  floor-to- 
floor  heights  of  six  metres 
will  allow  the  Club  to 
occupy  the  second  and  third 
floors  with  the  sort  of  spatial 
volumes  and  heights  it  has 
enjoyed  in  the  past.  These 
floors  will  be  accessed  by 
the  Club’s  own  lifts,  compr¬ 
ising  two  passenger  and  one 
goods  lift. 


“The  Club  will  have 
its  own  entrance  from  Eliza¬ 
beth  Street,  set  back  from 
the  pavement  under  the 
colonnade  extending  across 
the  whole  development, 
including  the  hotel. 

“The  facilities  of  the 
new  Club  will  comprise: 

“A  lift  lobby,  waiting 
area,  porter’s  desk,  cloak 
room  and  small  toilet  on  the 
ground  floor;  two  base¬ 
ments  thereunder,  one  for 
Club  service  access  and 
storage,  and  the  other  for 
limited  car  parking;  thence, 
above  to  the  Club’s  two  prin¬ 
cipal  floors  -  the  second  and 
third  floors  -  stretching 
from  Elizabeth  Street 
through  to  Castlereagh 
Street. 

“It  is  worth  noting 
here,  too,  that  the  Club’s 
new  frontage  along  Eliza¬ 
beth  Street  is  more  than 
double  that  of  the  old 
building,  thus  taking  full 
advantage  of  the  views  over 
Hyde  Park. 

“The  Club’s  facilities 
for  mixed  company  will  be 
located  together  on  the 
third  floor,  across  the  full 
width  of  the  Elizabeth 
Street  frontage. 

These  facilities  will 
comprise  the  Club’s  main 
Function  Room,  to  seat  up 
to  350  people  on  the 
northern  side,  a  separate 
silver  service  Dining  Room 
for  up  to  100  people  on  the 
southern  side,  and  in 
between  both,  a  Cocktail 
Lounge  for  separate  use,  or 
use  as  an  adjunct  to  either 
the  Dining  Room  or  the 
Function  Room,

May  3  and  the  now  famous 
Tatt’s  versus  City  Tatt’s -Relay  was 
on  again. 

The  venue  was  the  State 
Sports  Ground  Complex  as  we 
were  the  host  and  currently  have 
no  home. 

The  race  was  very  competi¬ 
tive  and  we  were  losing  until  the 
twelfth  swimmer  -  Michael  Gillis  - 
absolutely  demolished  the  compe¬ 
tition  by  catching  up  three  quarters 
of  a  lap! 

From  this  point  on  we  never 
looked  back  and  had  a  convincing 
win. 

The  average  time  per  man 
was  26.9  seconds  over  50  metres. 
This  is  not  a  bad  time  when  you 
consider  it  probably  would  have 
earned  second  place  in  the  NSW 
Swimming  Championship  in 
December  1988. 

The  team  was  up  in  the  fol¬ 
lowing  order;  Neil  Rogers,  Greg 
Rogers,  David  Fuller,  Greg  Gould, 
John  Stubbs,  Robert  Farrell,  Mark 
Houston,  Paul  Hopkins,  James 
Tuite,  Paul  DeMestre,  Robert

DeMestre,  Adrian  Bouris,  Dennis 
Wilson,  Steven  Badger,  Darren 
Bogg,  David  Fuller,  Mark  Tonelli, 
Max  Metzker. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  in  a 
row  of  the  five  years  in  which  we 
have  competed  in  this  race  and 
won.  Each  year  the  competition 
becomes  stiffer  and  next  year, 
when  we  shall  be  at  City  Tatt’s 
pool,  we  hope  to  be  strengthened 
by  the  addition  of:  Peter  Dale, 
former  Commonwealth  Games 
Gold  Medallist,  Michael  Delaney, 
former  Olympic  Games  Silver 
Medallist  and  Tim  Ford,  former 
Commonwealth  Games  Silver 
Medallist. 

In  the  curtainraiser.  Tatter- 
sails  Club’s  over-40  team  went 
down  to  City  Tatts  who  showed 
great  depth  and  won  well  by  10 
yards.  Here  again  we  look  to  a 
strengthened  team  next  year. 


It’s  business  as  usual  for  the 
Swimming  Club  which,  since  the  clo¬ 
sure  of  the  Clubhouse,  has  relocated  to 
The  Gymnasium  on  the  10th  floor  of 
the  State  Bank  Building  in  Martin 
Place. 

Most  of  the  regular  swimmers 
(about  70  so  far)  have  joined  The  Gym¬ 
nasium  on  Tattersall’s  Club’s  special 
corporate  rate,  which  extends 
excellent  swhnmingi’gymrrasium  and 
squash  facilities  (as  well  as  profes¬ 
sional  and  in  some  cases  quite 
delightful  instructors)  for  less  than  the 
old  Tattersall’s  Club  annual  member¬ 
ship  fee! 

Competition  in  the  pool  has  not 
relaxed  and  the  old  format  of  140  yard 
(36  metre)  heats  onTuesdays,followed 
by  finals  and  80  yard  (72  metre)  events 
on  Thursdays,  has  not  changed. 

What’s  more  the  Swimming 
Club’s  traditional  balance  of  young 
colts  and  the  old  guard  continues  with 
the  hot  spa  tub  overlooking  the  pool 
proving  to  be  a  conversation  pit. 

The  mafia-style  judge  and  jury 
now  comprises  Col  and  Leigh  Bowes 
as  well  as  Alan  Ball,  who  do  a  great  job 
presiding  over  handicaps  and  the 
weekly  races  which  average  between 
30-40  members  a  session.  All  the  old 
spirit  is  alive  and  well.

“The  Club  Room, 
Cocktail  Lounge  and 
Dining  Room  will  be  inter- 
connectable  by  sliding 
doors,  allowing  for  larger 
scale  functions  to  spread 
through  these  principal 
spaces  right  along  the  Eliza¬ 
beth  Street  frontage. 

“Other  facilities  on 
the  same  floor,  but  facing 
Castlereagh  Street,  on  the 
other  side  of  the  lift  lobby, 
include  a  Buffet  to  seat  up  to 
130  people,  a  small  Card 
Room  and  Reading  Room 
adjacent  to  the  C^?mmittee 
Room  and  the  Club’s 
administration  office. 

“The  main  kitchen 
will  also  be  located  on  this 
floor  between  the  Dining 
Room  and  Buffet  on  the 
southern  side.  Full  toilet 
facilities  for  both  male  and 
female  will  be  located 
behind  the  service  core  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  Function  Room 
servery  and  liquor  store. 

“A  grand  staircase, 
forming  part  of  the  lift  lob¬ 
bies  will  link  the  third  and 
second  floors. 

“The  second  floor 
will  incorporate  all  the 
Club’s  sporting  facilities, 
the  principal  feature  of 
which  will  be  a  25-metre  five 
lane  swimming  pool  run¬ 
ning  east-west  along  the 
northern  boundary  of  the 
building  fronting  Elizabeth 
Street.  This  pool  area  will 
incorporate  a  two  tempera¬ 


ture  spa,  and  a  small  in¬ 
formal  buffet  food  area  adja¬ 
cent  to  the  entry.  Lunch  may 
also  be  taken  adjacent  to  the 
pool  overlooking  Hyde 
Park. 

“Other  sporting  facil¬ 
ities  on  this  floor  will 
include  a  two  level  gymna¬ 
sium  and  two  squash  courts 
along  Castlereagh  Street. 
Handball  courts  will  be 
marked  within  the  squash 
courts,  and  both  activities 
will  be  viewable  from  a  tier- 
seated  spectator  gallery, 

“Additionally,  two 
massage  rooms,  a  sauna  and 
steam  room  will  be  located 
adjacent  to  the  gymnasium, 

“All  these  sporting 
facilities  will  be  serviced  by 
locker  and  change  areas, 
showers,  toilets  and  shave 
bars. 

“The  remaining  two- 
thirds  of  the  Elizabeth 
Street  frontage  on  the 
second  floor  will  comprise 
the  Club  Bar  and  Billiard 
Room,  with  a  separate  toilet 
facility,  all  accessed  from 
the  central  lift  lobby,  and 
each  overlooking  Hyde 
Park. 

Staff  facilities  will 
also  be  located  on  this  floor 
adjacent  to  the  Club’sgoods 
lift,  and  will  comprise  sep¬ 
arate  lockers,  toilets  and 
shower  facilities  for  male 
and  female  staff  and  a  com¬ 
munal  staff  room.

‘The  Club  will  also 
include  mezzanine  floors  to 
parts  ofboth  the  second  and 
third  floors  to  provide  the 
Club  with  necessary  stor¬ 
age,  access,  additional 
administration  space,  and 
separate  areas  of  mecha¬ 
nical  plant  for  air-condi¬ 
tioning, heating,  ventilation, 
steam  and  filtration  equip¬ 
ment. 

“An  important  part 
of  the  architectural  and 
interior  design  concept  in 
creating  a  new  Club  has 
been  to  incorporate  into  the 
design  those  parts  of  the  old 


Club  that  have  given  it  its 
character  and  history. 

“Apart  from  achie¬ 
ving  the  volume  of  the  main 
spaces  through  appropriate 
floor  to  floor  heights  already 
mentioned,  a  number  of 
important  fixtures  and  fit¬ 
tings  will  be  re-used  in  the 
new  premises,  including 
those  wonderful  old  stone 
fireplaces  -  two  in  the  Club 
Room  and  one  each  in  the 
Dining  Room  and  Buffet, 
the  dado  panelling  will  be 
re-used  in  the  Club  Room; 
and,  of  course,  the  old  Club 
Bar  will  be  re-instated  for  its 
second  time  in  the  new  Club 
Bar.  Appropriate  light  fit¬ 
tings  and  chandeliers  have 
also  been  kept  for 
re-hanging  in  the  new  pre¬ 
mises. 


“All  of  the  best  and 
most  historic  furniture  has 
been  kept  for  restoration 
and  re-use  in  the  new  pre¬ 
mises,  along  with  the  notice- 
boards,  honour  boards,  pic¬ 
tures  and  general  memora¬ 
bilia. 

“Finally,  in  appreci¬ 
ating  the  opportunity  the 
Club  has  given  us  to  act  as 
architects  for  this  exciting 
project,  may  we  say  we  are 
aiming  to  provide  you  all
